Miners  at  the  Jankowice  coal  mine 
near  Rybnik  refused  to  work  for  one 
hour  Wednesday  despite  the  martial 
law  ban  on  strikes,  but  had  gone  to 
work  after  talks  with  management 
and  party  officials,  Interpress  said. 

The  new  unrest  followed  riots  and 
strikes  in  Gdansk  Monday  and  Tues¬ 
day  and  street  protests  Wednesday  in 
Wroclaw  and  Nowa  Huta.  The  gov¬ 
ernment  reported  148  arrests  in 
Gdansk  and  170  in  Wroclaw. 

Blaming  the  Solidarity  under¬ 
ground  for  the  strikes  and  riots,  the 
Communist  Party  daily  Trybuna ,, 
Ludu  said  Thursday  that  such  actions 
could  “extend,  contrary  to  the  gov¬ 
ernment’s  intentions,  the  period  of 
extraordinary  measures.” 

Poland’s  martial  law  chief  and  Com¬ 
munist  Party  leader,  Gen.  Wojciech 
Jaruzelski,  said  after  Parliament  out¬ 
lawed  Solidarity  on  Friday  that  pro¬ 
tests  had  slowed  the  government’s 
plan  to  lift  military  rule  by  the  end  of 
this  year  but  not  “crossed  it  out.” 

Nonetheless,  leaflets  circulated 
Thursday  by  underground  Solidarity 
leaders  said  plants  with  more  than 
2,000  workers  in  Warsaw  should  be¬ 
gin  work  stoppages  in  sympathy  with 
the  Gdansk  shipyard  workers.

According  to  BYU  President  Jeffrey  R.  Holland, 
unless  the  university  can  receive  some  additional 
funding,  BYU  Will  be  a  “good,  strong,  solid,  reason¬ 
ably  average  university.” 

But  with  that  additional  funding,  Holland  said: 
“We  think  we  can  be  a  great  university.  We  think 
an  LDS  university  virtually  has  unlimited  poten¬ 
tial.” 

That  is  why,  according  to  Paul  Schneiter,  direc¬ 
tor  of  the  development  office,  the  “Excellence  in 
the  Eighties:  The  Brigham  Young  University  Cam¬ 
paign  for  Academic  Achievement”  was  announced 
in  April  1981. 

Schneiter  said,  “The  goal  of  the  campaign  is  to 
raise  $100  million  for  BYU  during  the  next  five- 
years.”  Holland  said,  “This  campaign  offers  us  a 
chance  to  formally  move  the  university  yet  one  step 
closer  to  its  real  destiny.” 

The  time  has  come  for  the  educational  institu¬ 
tions  of  the  church  to  “pay  their  own  way,”  Schnei¬ 
ter  said.  The  church  can  no  longer  continue  to  fully 
fund  BYU  and  other  colleges,  he  said. 

“The  church  will  continue  to  provide  a  budget 
that  takes  into  account  inflation.  But  the  church  has 
had  to  take  some  money  from  Church  Education 
‘  and  place  it  in  areas  of  international  growth  where 
the  members  of  the  church  are  poorer,”  Schneiter 
said. 

Schneiter  said  this  makes  it  necessary  to  go  to 
friends  of  the  university,  alumni  and  students  in 
order  to  raise  the  additional  funding.  Holland  said, 
“With  success  in  this  campaign  we  can  move  the 


university  more  nearly  toward  that  educational  Mt. 
Everest  that  (LDS  Church)  President  Kimball 
spoke  of.” 

When  the  $100  million  is  raised  it  will  be  divided 
and  used  in  four  areas  of  the  university,  Schneiter 
said. 

$25  million  will  be  used  to  enhance  BYU’s  facul¬ 
ty.  Another  $15  million  will  go  to  student  funding. 
“We  are  losing  good  LDS  students  to  higher  in¬ 
stitutions,  and  we  must  be  able  to  compete  with 
MIT  and  Harvard,”  Schneiter  said. 

Programs  like  cancer  research  and  archeological 
digs  will  receive  $55  million,  Schneiter  said.  And  $5 
million  will  go  for  BYU’s  message  to  the  world. 

“This  will  be  used  for  the  university  to  tell  its 
story  through  groups  such  as  The  Young  Ambassa¬ 
dors,  the  media  and  publications,”  he  said. 

Holland  said  that  to  justify  this  campaign,  BYU 
must  have  “success  in  our  research  and  study  in 
order  to  be  worthy  of  such  donations.  We  have  a 
long  way  to  go  to  reach  that  Mt.  Everest,  and  $100 
million  won’t  do  it,  and  five  years  won’t  do  it  all.” 

But  Holland  said  he  feels  this  campaign  is  a  step 
in  the  right  direction.  “With  this  campaign  we  can 
help  good  people,  both  faculty  and  students, 
achieve  their  real  potential.” 

Holland  said  the  $100  million  will  not  change  the 
mission  of  BYU.  “The  mission  of  the  university  has 
been  clearly  in  place  for  the  century  of  history  of  the 
university.  But  the  money  certainly  will  enhance 
the  mission  of  the  university.” 

Some  of  the  money  will  be  used  to  recruit  stu¬ 
dents  “door  to  door,”  like  some  of  the  Ivy  League 
schools  do,  but  Holland  said  this  does  not  change  his

position  of  BYU  not  becoming  the  “Harvard  of  the 
West.”  (' 

“Money  isn’t  the  difference  between  us  and  the 
Ivy  League  schools.  When  I  talk  about  us  not  want¬ 
ing  to  be  the  “Harvard  of  the  West,”  that’s  because 
our  mission  is  completely  different.  We  have  a  reli¬ 
gious  heritage  and  a  gospel  committment  here  that 
is  demonstrably  different  from  any  other  School  in 
the  country,”  Holland  said. 


95,000  file  jobless  claims  Condo  residents

The  695,000  claims,  placed  with  employment 
offices  in  the  various  states,  were  12,000  higher 
than  the  previous  week’s  revised  figure  of  83,000, 
the  department’s  Employment  and  Training  Admi¬ 
nistration  said. 

The  agency  also  reported  that  in  the  week  ending 
Sept.  25,  there  were  4,461,000  people  claiming  reg¬ 
ular  unemployment  benefits  under  the  basic  26- 
week  payment  period,  64,000  more  than  the  pre¬ 
vious  week  and  the  highest  since  the  peak  of  the 
1975  recession.

West  Bend  Savings  &  Loan  Association  of  West 
Bend,  Wis.,  plans  to  send  notices  to  about  120  cus¬ 
tomers  next  month  telling  them  to  expect  lower 
rates  on  Jan.  1.  The  customer  has  the  option  of 
paying  less  each  month  or  paying  the  same  amount 
and  shortening  the  term  of  the  mortgage. 

Richard  Larson,  president  and  chairman  of  the 
board  of  the  association,  said  the  mortgages  in¬ 
volved  generally  were  written  at  15  percent  Or  16 
percent.  Rates  will  be  dropped  by  1  percentage 
point. 

The  monthly  payment  on  a  15  percent,  $50,000  _ 
mortgage  based  on  a  30-year  amortization  is 
$632.23,  Larson  said.  The  monthly  payment  on  tne 
same  mortgage  at  14  percent  is  $592.44,  about  $40 
less. 

Under  Wisconsin  law,  Larson  said,  lenders  can 
review  rates  every  six  months,  raising  or  lowering 
them  by  a  maximum  of  1  percent. 

Bob  York,  president  of  Fidelity  Federal  Savings 
of  Jacksonville,  Fla.,  warned  that  the  adjustable 
rate  mortgages  are  “immensely  complex.”  They 
have  different  periods  of  adjustment  and  are  tied  to 
different  indexes. 

He  agreed,  however,  that  holders  of  adjustable 
mortgages,  made  about  a  year  ago  with  a  one-year 
adjustment  period,  should  see  a  decrease  in  their 
interest  rate  shortly. 

Many  of  the  adjustable  mortgages  written  by 
Fidelity  are  tied  to  the  interest  rate  on  six-month 
Treasury  bills,  a  rate  that  can  change  fairly  rapidly. 

Edmund  Shanahan,  president  of  Bell  Federal 
Savings  Association  of  Chicago,  said  his  institution 
uses  a  different,  more  stable  index. 


The  insured  unemployment  rate  —  the  percen¬ 
tage  of  the  American  labor  force  covered  by  benefit 
payments  —  reached  5. 1  percent,  the  highest  since 
the  7.0  percent  peak  of  the  1975  recession,  officials  ' 
said. 

The  nation’s  unemployment  rate  broke  the  dou¬ 
ble-digit  barrier  in  September,  jumping  0.3  percen¬ 
tage  point  from  9.8  to  10.1  percent  of  the  labor 
force,  with  the  jobless  rolls  approaching  11.3  mil¬ 
lion. 

Emergency  jobless-benefits  provisions  attached 
to  the  $98.3  billion  tax-increase  bill  enacted  by  Con¬ 
gress  in  August  will  provide  $2.2  billion  in  extra 
unemployment  compensation  until  next  March  30. 

In  the  meantime,  however,  latest  figures  on  the 
insured  unemployment  rate  show  that  workers  in 
15  states  will  no  longer  be  eligible  for  13  weeks  of 
extended  unemployment  benefits  on  top  of  the 
basic  26-week  pay  period. 

The  loss  of  these  extra  benefits  results  from  leg¬ 
islation,  passed  by  Congress  last  year  at  the  behest 
of  the  Reagan  administration,  that  tightens  the 
criteria  that  a  state  must  meet  to  make  the  pay¬ 
ments.  Under  the  federal  extended  jobless- 
benefits  program,  such  additional  unemployment 
compensation  is  paid  for  on  a  50-50  basis  by  the 
states  and  the  federal  government. 


may  receive  fines 


Tenants  and  owners  of  Stonebridge 
condominiums  may  be  guilty  of  a  mis¬ 
demeanor  “punishable  by  fine  or  im¬ 
prisonment,”  according  to  a  letter 
sent  out  Monday  by  the  Provo  Com¬ 
munity  Development  Division. 

The  letter  notified  tenants  and 
owners  they  were  in  violation  of  a  city 
zoning  ordinance,  and  compliance 
with  the  zoning  laws  was  expected  on 
or  before  Friday.  The  condominiums 
were  zoned  as  dwelling  sites  for  fami¬ 
lies  or  up  to  two  singles. 

Reduce  occupancy 

The  letter  stated  “a  routine  field 
inspection  revealed  the  need  to  re¬ 
duce  occupancy  to  comply  with  zoning 
regulations,  certificate  of  occupancy, 
and  the  restrictive  covenants  of  the 
Stonebridge  Home-Owners  Associa¬ 
tion.” 

Sally  Harding,  zoning  enforcement 
officer  for  the  city,  said  the  Commun¬ 
ity  Development  office  does  not  have 


the  power  to  evict  residents  from  the 
condominiums,  but  would  begin  legal 
procedures  for  other  remedies  if  own¬ 
ers  failed  to  comply. 

“We  expect  a  solution  tomorrow,” 
said  Harding.  “Compliance  is  some¬ 
thing  that  is  necessary.  Right  now, 
it’s  up  to  the  owners.” 

Deadline 

Dallas  H.  Young,  Jr.,  attorney  for 
the  Stonebridge  Home-Owners  Asso¬ 
ciation,  is  challenging  the  city’s  de¬ 
finition  of  a  “bona  fide  family.”  But 
the  letter  warned  tenants  “it  does  not 
stay  proceedings,  so  we  emphasize 
the  need  for  all  units  to  meet  the  com¬ 
pliance  deadline  of  Oct.  15.” 

Linnea  Carlson,  a  resident  of 
Stonebridge,  said  she  does  not  plan  to 
take  any  immediate  action.  Carlson,  a 
sophomore  from  Denver,.  Colo.,  said 
she  and  her  father  own  the  unit  she 
lives  in.  “I’m  not  really  worried  for 
myself,”  she  said.  “My  roommates  are 
almost  climbing  the  walls,  though.” 


Crowds  add  to  business 


While  the  effects  of  Homecoming  are  obvious  on  the  BYU 
campus,  it  also  has  a  large  impact  on  the  city  of  Provo. 

Though  not  every  resident  of  Provo  enj  oys  the  large  crowds 
during  the  Homecoming  weekend ,  many  local  business  leaders 
said  it  is  as  good  for  them  as  the  beginning  of  the  school  year 
and  graduation. 

Robert  H.  Wilson,  a  local  hotel  clerk,  said  Homecoming 
weekend  increases  their  business  by  approximately  20  per¬ 
cent.  “Most  of  the  people  we  get  are  from  the  Salt  Lake  City 
and  Ogden  areas,”  he  said.  Wilson  also  said  that  high  school 
bands  from  all  over  Utah  will  be  staying  at  the  motel  while 
they  participate  in  the  Homecoming  parade. 

A  hotel  manager  for  another  local  hotel  said  their  business 
increases  by  40  percent  for  the  Homecoming  weekend.  Robert 
Jay  said:  “We  are  full  for  Homecoming.  Most  people  are  com¬ 
ing  for  the  night  of  the  15th  and  leaving  the  16th.  This  way 
they  don’t  have  to  fight  the  traffic  for  the  football  gante.” 

“We’re  completely  booked  up  for  Homecoming,”  said  Martin 
Poulsen,  an  assistant  manager  for  a  Provo  motel.  Poulsen  said 
his  business  increases  approximately  50  percent  over  a  normal 
weekend. 

While  motels  have  a  definite  increase  in  the  amount  of  busi¬ 


ness  they  have,  they  are  not  the  only  establishments  which 
enjoy  the  Homecoming  weekend.  Most  restaurants  also  notice 
an  increase  in  the  amount  of  business  during  Homecoming 
weekend. 

Don  Morehouse,  general  manager  of  a  local  restaurant,  said 
there  is  an  increase  in  business  during  Homecoming. 

“The  problem  is  that  we  are  already  at  capacity  during  the 
weekend.”  He  said  the  increase  they  have  is  mostly  from 
alumni  and  visitors  from  out  of  town. 

Another  local  restaurant  owner  said  their  business  will  “in¬ 
crease  dramatically”  this  weekend.  “With  the  football  game, 
we  will  do  twice  the  business  that  we  usually  do,”  he  said. 

Doug  Hardy,  a  local  restaurant  owner,  said  Homecoming 
doubles  their  volume.  “The  game  or  an  athletic  event  does  not 
affect  our  volume.  Most  of  our  business  is  from  parents  and 
alumni  who  come  down  to  visit  their  family  and  friends  and 
take  them  out  to  dinner,”  he  said. 

Hardy  said  the  only  time  an  athletic  event  will  have  an  effect ' 
on  his  restaurant  is  if  a  concert  or  a  dance  is  attached  to  it. 

Another  type  of  business  that  does  extremely  well  during 
the  Homecoming  weekend  are  the  flower  shops.  Kathy  Jen¬ 
son,  a  worker  at  a  local  floral,  said  there  is  a  definite  increase. 
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L.A.  police  search  for  #silent  killer' 


LOS  ANGELES  (AP)  —  Police  said  Thursday 
they  are  looking  for  a  silent  killer  with  an  “odd”  gun 
who  shoots  people  sitting  in  their  cars,  then  drags 
them  onto  the  street  and  rifles  their  pockets. 

Officers  believe  the  same  person  has  slain  two 
people  —  an  oceanographer  and  a  Princeton  Uni¬ 
versity  student  —  and  suspect  links  to  the  wound¬ 
ing  of  two  women  in  separate  shootings  in  the  Be¬ 
verly  Hills  area  this  week.

Each  of  the  four  shootings  occurred  west  of 
downtown  Los  Angeles,  three  in  affluent  neighbor¬ 
hoods.  Witnesses  to  three  of  the  shootings  de¬ 
scribed  the  gunman  as  a  black  male. 

“He  just  walks  up,  never  says  a  word,  and  starts 
shooting,”  Detective  Sherman  Oakes  of  the  Wil- 
shire  Division  said  Thursday.  “Once  the  victim  is 
dead,  he  then  goes  through  the  victim’s  pockets.” 

“It’s  an  odd-type  gun,”  Oakes  added.  “In  fact, 
we’re  test-firing  everything  that  we’re  getting  in 
custody.  We’ve  probably  test-fired  30  guns  already 
just  hoping  on  a  long-shot.” 

Part  of  the  difficulty  in;  the  investigation  is  that 
the  shootings  are  only  a  handful  of  th&675  murders 
recorded  in  Los  Angeles  from  Jan.  1  to  Sept.  30, 
said  Los  Angeles  Lt.  Dan  Cooke. 

“Bizarre,  if  you’ll  notice,  has  become  rather 
routine  in  this  city,”  he  said. 

Oakes  is  investigating  the  Aug.  19  murder  of 
Lawrence  Raphael,  a  19-year-old  Princeton  stu¬ 
dent  and  former  local  high  school  basketball  star 
shot  to  death  while  sitting  in  a  car  with  his  girl¬ 
friend  in  her  Hancock  Park  driveway. 

The  killer  —  described  as  a  black  male  —  shot 
Raphael,  then  dragged  his  body  from  the  car  and 
searched  his  pockets  while  his  girlfriend  watched  in 
terror,  detectives  said. 

“The  girlfriend  was  sitting  in  the  car,  he  had  to  | 
know  she  was  there,”  Oakes  said.  “Then  he  walks 
off.  He  didn’t  run,  walks  off.  That’s  cold.” 

Oakes  said  the  same  gun  was  used  to  kill  oceanog¬ 


rapher  Robert  Owen  Plaisted,  48,  who  was  mur¬ 
dered  as  he  sat  alone  in  his  car  in  a  Hollywood 
parking  lot  Aug.  4. 

“Plaisted  and  Raphael  are  definitely  linked,”  he 
said.  “We’ve  got  good  evidence.  That’s  our  ace  in 
the  hole,  hopefully.” 

Detective  William  Gailey  of  Hollywood  said 
Plaisted’s  body  was  found  in  a  parking  lot  adjacent 
to  the  Hollywood  police  station.  There  were  no 
witnesses,  he  said.

As  a  result,  sever¬ 
al  addresses  of  students 
living  on  campus  and  in 
approved  housing  off 
campus  were  supplied 
by  the  computer 
system.

Anyone  living  on  cam¬ 
pus  who  received  a  let¬ 
ter,  or  those  who  know 
their  off-campus  hous¬ 
ing  is  approved,  should 
ignore  the  letters,”  he 
said.

BYU’s  most  common  opponent  for  Homecoming 
games  h£s  been  the  Utah  State  Aggies.  In  the 
seven  Homecoming  games  against  the  Aggies, 
Utah  State  has  come  away  the  winner  five  times.

That  high  levels  of  stress  play  a  disruptive  role  in  bodily  function  is  well  understood.  As  a 
matter  of  fact,  it  is  quite  apparent  that  stress  is  a  major  factor  in  a  large  proportion  of 
physical  and  mental  disorders.  In  pregnancy  a  special  relationship  exists  between  the 
mother  and  the  developing  fetus.  Does  this  relationship  protect  the  fetus  from  any 
untoward  effects  associated  with  stressful  situations  experienced  by  the  mother?  Does 
maternal  stress  prejudice  the  normal  physical  and  behavioral  development  of  the 
offspring?

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Merrill  gives 
more  to  life 


than  movies

Blue  and  white  all  the  way  describes  filmmaker 
Kieth  Merrill,  grand  marshal  of  BYU’s  1982  Home¬ 
coming  parade. 

Merrill,  who  graduated  from  BYU  with  a  bache¬ 
lor’s  degree  in  communications  in  1967,  said  he  is 
delighted  to  lead  the  parade  because  he  loves  BYU. 

“I’m  doing  research  on  grand  marshals,”  said 
Merrill,  who  is  currently  serving  on  the  executive 
committee  of  the  alumni  board.  “I’m  not  quite  sure 
why  I  was  asked  to  be  the  grand  marshal.  I  can’t 
imagine,  of  all  the  incredible  alumni  that  have  come 
out  of  here,  why  they  would  ask  me  to  ride  in  the 
parade. 

“If  I  am  consumed  by  one  passion  right  now,  it  is 
to  be  one  of  the  all-time  great  parade  marshals,” 
Merrill  said. 

“I  asked  them  if  I  got  to  ride  a  horse,”  Merrill 
said.  “I  wanted  to  come  in  on  an  Arabian  stallion.” 

According  to  Greg  Fullmer,  parade  chairmen, 
Merrill  and  his  wife  will  open  the  parade  in  a  stage 
coach  complete  with  outriders. 

Merrill  met  his  wife,  Dagney,  who  graduated 
from  BYU  in  political  science  in  1963,  here.  “We 
were  a  classic  BYU  romance,”  he  said. 

Merrill  met  his  wife  in  a  class.  “My  gosh,  we  must 
have  dated  on  and  off  for  six  years,  through  the 
mission  and  the  army  and  the  whole  thing.” 

From  his  years  at  BYU,  Merrill  has  fond  memor¬ 
ies  of  Helaman  Halls  hamburgers,  which  he  said  he 
“always  loved,”  intramural  flag  football,  the  old 
Cougareat  in  the  basement  of  the  Joseph  Smith 
Building  and  snow  fights. 

According  to  Merrill,  the  experience  and  oppor¬ 
tunity  BYU  offers  is  invaluable. 

“If  students  could  possibly  understand  the  influ¬ 
ence  and  impact  the.four  years  are  going  to  have  on 
their  lives,  they  would  sharpen  and  tune  them¬ 
selves  a  little  more  vigorously  to  the  experience. 
They  would  reach  out  a  little  further,  work  a  little 
harder,  capture  a  little  more  of  what  is  here.” 

Merrill  has  more  than  the  blue  and  white  diploma 
he  earned  from  BYU  in  1967  to  his  credit.  Eight 
years  ago,  Merrill  received  the  acclaim  of  an  entire 
industry  when  he  was  awarded  a  prestigious  Oscar 
for  a  documentary,  “The  Great  American  Cow¬ 
boy,”  he  had  written,  photographed,  edited,  pro¬ 
duced  and  directed. 

Merrill’s  religion  is  a  major  influence  on  his  films. 
His  work  is  based  upon  his  perspective  as  a  Mor¬ 
mon  artist. 

“From  the  standpoint  of  raw  creativity,  whatev¬ 
er  festers  inside  of  those  of  us  who  want  to  be 
artists,  there  is  a  sense  of  restraint  that  comes  from 
knowing  who  we  are,”  Merrill  said. 

He  explained  that  by  his  knowing  who  he  is,  it  is 
as  if  he  has  been  given  all  the  answers  to  the  ques¬ 
tions  other  artists  are  asking.  He  wonders  if 
perhaps  it  is  in  the  questing  that  artists  discover 
great  dimensions. 

“I’ve  lamented  over  that  a  bit  because  certainly  I 
am  not  willing  to  give  up  the  answers  because  they 
are  more  important  than  the  quest,  but  I’ve  often 
wondered  what  I  might  discover  if  I  was  without 
answers,”  he  said. 

I,,  Merrill’s  work  as  an  independent  producer  has 
won  numerous  other  awards.  Two  of  his  films, 
“Take  Down”  and  “Harry’s  War,”  were  critically 
well  received. 

“Windwalker,”  a  film  based  on  a  book  written  by 
Blaine,  Yorgason,  a  former  professor  of  religion  at 
BYU,  was  a  local  favorite. 

Merrill  has  written  a  script  for  a  film  the  LDS 
Church  is  contemplating  making,  titled  “Jesus  the 
Christ.”

“I 
was  wearing  a  yellow  T-shirt  under  my  uniform 
when  BYU  lost  to  Air  Force,  so  now  I  wear  a  gray 
T-shirt  for  luck,”  he  said.  Walker  spends  a  lot  of 
time  thinking  about  what  is  at  stake  in  each  game. 

Linebacker  Mike  O’Neil  said  he  tries  not  to  get 
too  excited  before  a  game.  “I  guess  I  get  a  little 
grouchy  and  don’t  talk  to  anybody,”  he  said. 

For  wide  receiver  Neil  Balholm,  the  adrenalin 
starts  flowing  Friday  afternoon.

Volleyballers 
take  to  road

Defending  an  18-game  winning  streak,  BYU’s 
women  spikers  will  hit  the  road  this  weekend  for 
two  High  Country  Athletic  Conference  clashes. 

Ranked  14th  in  this  week’s  NCAA  volleyball 
poll,  BYU  will  meet  Colorado  State  today  in  Fort 
Collins  before  moving  to  Laramie  to  test  Wyoming 
on  Saturday. 

The  Cougars  opened  conference  action  Oct.  8  by 
defeating  Utah  in  three  straight  games.  That  vic¬ 
tory,  combined  with  an  intersectional  win  over 
Utah  State  on  Tuesday,  boosted  the  spikers’  record 
to  21-3. 

Coach  Elaine  Michaelis  said  the  CSU  and  Wyom¬ 
ing  matches  are  important,  contests  for  the  Cougars 
because  the  six  HCAC  teams  —  BYU,  CSU,  New 
Mexico  State,  New  Mexico,  Utah  and  Wyoming  — 
are  all  fairly  equal  in  talent  this  year. 

The  Cougar  coach  said  the  parity  in  the  confer? 
ence  has  resulted  because  the  schools  are  progres¬ 
sive  in  women’s  athletics  and  thus  have  acquired 
good  coaching  for  their  programs. 

“It  is  always  hard  to  play  well  on  the  road, 
Michaelis  said.  “Wyoming’s  players  are  very  inten¬ 
sive,  and  because  their  fans  become  so  involved  in 
the  matches,  it  is  usually  very  difficult  to  play  in 
Laramie.” 

Michaelis  said  CSU  is  a  good  defensive  squad, 
but  if  the  Cougars  serve  and  run  their  offense  well 
they  should  handle  the  Rams. 

Although  Wyoming  lost  to  New  Mexico  and  New 
Mexico  State  in  its  first  two  conference  matches 
last  weekend,  Michaelis  said  the  Cowgirls  are  re¬ 
turning  basically  the  same  team  they  had  last  year 
when  it  took  the  Cougars  all  five  games  to  beat  the 
Cowgirls. 

Commenting  on  BYU’s  drop  from  11th  to  14th 
the  NCAA  poll,  Michaelis  said:  “It  is  a  reflection  of 
wins  and  losses  across  the  country.  People  forget 
how  well  we  played  several  weeks  ago.” 

The  Cougars  beat  13th-ranked  California  three 
weeks  ago,  and  they  lost  a  close  five-game  match  to 
top-ranked  San  Diego  State  earlier  in  the  season. 

“We  will  be  in  that  area  —  from  10th  to  15th  — 
until  we  beat  some  California  teams,”  Michaelis 


said.  “I  spend  time  picturing  myself  on  the  field 
going  through  the  plays  and  doing  them  right.” 

Defensive  tackle  Chuck  Ehin  said  he  follows  the 
same  routine  in  preparing  for  a  game,  although  he 
does  not  consciously  try  to.  “I  put  my  socks  on  the 
same  way  and  get  taped  the  same,”  he  said.  “I  don’t 
really  think  about  it,  but  that’s  how  it  works  out.”  ' 
Barry  Oates,  defensive  end,  said  he  always 
checks  the  weather  as  he  starts  mentally  preparing 
himself  for  a  game.  “Sometimes  the  weather  makes 
a  difference,  but  I  usually  go  by  how  I  feel,”  he  said. 
Oates  spends  about  15  minutes  by  himself  thinking 
about  the  game  ana  how  he  wants  to  play. 

Kurt  Gunther  said  most  of  his  preparation  is 
mental.  “Being  a  kicker,  I  have  a  different  way  of 
preparing  myself,”  he  said.  “I  do  a  lot  of  thinking 


and  go  over  the  perfect  kick  in  my  mind.  I  envision 
it  going  through  the  goal  posts.” 

Listening  to  the  song,  “Eye  of  the  Tiger,”  helps 
linebacker  Brian  Hansen  to  psych  himself  up.  “Be¬ 
fore  the  game,  I  get  myself  alone  and  almost  relive 
every  play  we  run,”  he  said. 

Defensive  end  Brandon  Flint  said  he  spends  time 
thinking  about  what  he  has  to  do.  “The  excitement 
just  builds  up  all  week,”  he  said. 

Two  players  said  they  don’t  do  much  to  psych 
themselves  up  for  a  game.  Neils  Tidwell,  offensive 
guard,  said  he  tries  to  stay  quiet  and  relax  before  a 
game.  Tight  end  Gordon  Hudson  said  he  doesn’t  do 
anything  to  get  excited  before  the  game.  “I’m  a 
very  low-key  player,”  he  said.

Thorpe  gets  medals 
70  years  after  victory 


LAUSANNE,  Switzerland  (AP)  — 
Jim  Thorpe  got  his  gold  medals  back 
Wednesday,  70  years  after  the  AmerT 
ican  Indian  stunned  the  world  by  cap¬ 
turing  both  the  pentathlon  and  the 
decathlon  in  the  Stockholm  Olympics. 

The  International  Olympic  Com¬ 
mittee  on  Wednesday  reinstated 
Thorpe’s  amateur  status,  ending  the 
69-year. battle  by  family  and  friends  to 
have  the  medals  and  trophies  re¬ 
turned.  They  were  taken  away  in 
1913  when  Thorpe  disclosed  he  had 
competed  in  a  semipro  baseball 
league  and  his  amateur  status  was  re¬ 
voked. 

Thorpe,  who  died  in  1953,  is  to  be 
awarded  posthumously  two  Olympic* 
gold  medals  in  a  ceremony  at  Los 


Angeles  in  January.  His  name,  strick¬ 
en  from  the  Olympic  record  book,  will 
be  reinstated  as  a  co-winner  of  the 
1912  events,  sharing  the  decathlon  ti¬ 
tle  with  Hugo  Wieslander  of  Sweden 
and  the  pentathlon  championship 
with  Ferdinand  Bie  of  Norway.

>•  which  started  at  Center  Street  and  500  West  then.  ” 
He  said  one  change  in  the  parade  was  how  the 
queen  was  featured.  “She  was  in  the  parade,  but 
the  featuring  of  the  queen  was  not  to  the  same 
extent  they  do  now. 

“There  was  a  big  push  to  have  people  come  to 
town  during  Homecoming,”  he  said, 
r  The  Homecoming  football  game  was  a  big  event 
.  during  the  years  Ballif  was  teaching  at  BYU.  “We 
had  a  football  stadium  that  would  seat  about 
12,000,”  he  said.  The  old  stadium  stood  where  the 
Richards  Building  now  is,  and  people  would  gather 
>*  on  the  hill  next  to  it  to  watch  the  game. 

“That  stadium  was  nice  for  that  time,  compared 
*  to  the  old  place.  When  I  was  playing  in  1925,  we  had 
to  play  on  the  gravel  on  a  field  on  lower  campus.” 

Ballif  was  chairman  of  the  faculty  committee  that 
5*  raised  $175,000  for  the  present  stadium.  The  sta- 
«  dium  was  built  about  eight  years  ago,  Ballif  said. 

5  School  spirit  was  strong  during  the  years  Ballif 
was  teaching  at  BYU.  “I  think  there  is  a  great 
expression  of  it  in  the  university  now,  but  we  had 
»*  some  great  traditions  that  have  gone  by  the  board 
now.” 

One  tradition  that  has  died  was  called  “Y 


Ballif  said  students  would  pitch  in  and  work  on 
beautifying  the  campus.  Whitewashing  the  Y  on 
the  mountain  east  of  campus  was  also  part  of  “Y 
day.” 

“The  students  did  a  lot  of  work  on  the  campus, 
cleaning  up  things.  ”  Ballif  said  the  cement  wall  near 
the  Maeser  Building  pathway  was  constructed  by 
students  on  “Y  day.” 

Ballif  said  he  does  not  know  why  some  of  these 
traditions  have  died  out.  “Perhaps  students  just 
didn’t  have  the  interest.  They  like  to  watch.  We 
have  become  great  spectators  —  we  all  have  ‘spec- 
tatoritis.’ 

“We  like  to  watch  things.  It’s  made  a  big  differ¬ 
ence.  While  we  didn’t  win  many  football  games,  ‘the 
spirit  of  the  Y’  that  these  people  had  gave 
tremendous  emphasis  to  everything.

Physicist  says 
'no  safe  level' 
in  fallout  trial 


SALT  LAKE  CITY 
(AP)  — -  A  health  physi- 
cist  acknowledged 
Thursday  there  was  dis¬ 
agreement  among  ex¬ 
perts  in  the  1950s  about 
what  levels  of  radiation 
exposure  could  lead  to 
cancer. 

Dr.  Karl  Morgan  tes¬ 
tified  that  he  wrote  a 
1978  report  in  which  he 
said  that  as  late  as  1960, 
a  large  number  of  health 
physicists  believed  hu¬ 
mans  had  to  be  exposed 
to  a  certain  level  of 
radiation  exposures  be¬ 
fore  there  was  a  health 
hazard. 

However,  Morgan 
also  testified  most  lead¬ 
ers  in  the  field  had  dis¬ 
counted  the  so-called 
“threshold  theory”  by 
1949.  Most  experts,  he 
said,  believed  there  was 
no  safe  level  of  radiation 
exposure  and  that  low- 
level  exposures  only  les¬ 
sened  the  health  hazard. 

Morgan  returned  to 
the  stand  Thursday  for 
cross-examination  in  a 
federal  trial  of  a  lawsuit 
on  whether  fallout  from 
above-ground  atomic 
blasts  at  the  Nevada 
Test  Site  in  the  1950s 
and  1960s  caused  cancer 
among  residents  down¬ 
wind  in  Utah,  Nevada 
and  Arizona. 

The  1,194  claimants  in 
the  suit  allege  the  gov- ! 
emment  knew  or  should 
have  known  of  the  fall-, 
out  hazard  but  failed  to1 
adequately  warn  or  pro¬ 
tect  people  in  the  fallout 
paths. 


Morgan  is  an  Atlanta 
health  physicist  and 
pioneer  in  the  field  who 
worked  in  conjunction 
with  the  development  of 
the  first  atomic  bomb  in 
the  1940s.  His  career  in¬ 
cludes  29  years  at  the 
atomic  research  labor¬ 


atories  in  Oak  Ridge,
